8. (Previously Amended) The program-guide-display controlling apparatus 
according to claim 6 or \ wherein said setting means allows the starting time and the 
ending time of an arbitrary tVie period to be set by the user. 




9. (Previously Amenddd) The program-guide-display controlling apparatus 
according to claim 6 or 7, wherein seWig means allows the starting time and the ending 
time of an arbitrary time period to be se\for each day of the week by the user.

program is present from a time period in which the purchased program is not present. 




12. (Previously Added) A television receiver composing a program-guide- 
display controlling apparatus for displaying a plurality of program guides on a display 



unit in aVnatrix form by using one of the ordinate and the abscissa as a channel number 
axis and another one as a time axis, said program-guide-display controlling apparatus
